In addition to funds provided in this or any
other Act, the Department of Transportation is authorized
to receive and use funds resulting from fees charged to pro-
viders of telecommunications services for using Federal
property for the siting of mobile service antennas: Provided,
That, i fiscal year 1998 and thereafter, all such payments
recewved by the Department shall be credited to appropriate
accounts contained wn this Act for operations, salaries and
other expenses.

SEc. 331. Notwithstanding 49 U.S.C. 41742, no essen-
tral air service shall be provided to communities in the
forty-eight contiguous States that are located fewer than
seventy haghway mailes from the neavest large and medium
hub airport, or that require a rate of subsidy per passenger
wm excess of $200 unless such point is greater than two hun-
dred and ten mailes from the nearest large or mediwm hub

airport.
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SEcC. 332. (a) IN GENERAL—For purposes of the ex-
ception set forth in section 29(a)(2) of the International Air
Transportation Competition Act of 1979 (Public Law 96—
192; 94 Stat. 35) and subsection (b) of this section, the term
“passenger capacity of 56 passengers or less”, includes any
avreraft, except aireraft exceeding gross aireraft weight of
300,000 pounds, reconfigured to accommodate 56 or fewer
passengers if the total number of passenger seats installed
on the avrcraft does not exceed 56.

(b) Crry orF DaLrAs MAay ProHiBir CERTAIN
Fricars USING RECONFIGURED AIRCRAFT.—If the city of
Dallas, Texas, by a majority vote of all city council mem-
bers, as owner of Love Field, approves within 60 days after
the date of enactment of this Act a prohibition on any oper-
ator from reconfiguring an aireraft, originally designed to
contain more than 56 seats, to contain seats for 56 or fewer
passengers in order to meet the passenger capacity require-
ment for the exception provided by section 29(a)(2) of the
International Air Transportation Competition Act of 1979
(Public Law 96-192; 94 Stat. 35), then no such operator
operating such an aireraft may conduct commercial pas-
senger aircraft operations from Love Field, Texas, to a des-
tination in a State that is not contiguous to the State of

Texas. In no event shall the total number of passenger seats
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wstalled on the aireraft exceed 56. In no event shall this
section affect any other provision of law.

SEC. 333. Rebates, refunds, incentive payments, minor
fees and other funds received by the Department from travel
management centers, charge card programs, the subleasing
of building space, and maiscellaneous sources are to be cred-
ited to appropriations of the Department and allocated to
elements of the Department using fair and equitable criteria
and such funds shall be available until December 31 of the
next fiscal year.

SEC. 334. Notwithstanding any other provision of law,
the Department of the Navy 1s dirvected to transfer the
USNS EDENTON (ATS-1), currently in Inactive Ship
status, to the United States Coast Guard.

SEC. 335. (a) FINDINGS.—The Congress finds thal—

(1) Congress has the authority under article I,
section 8 of the Constitution to regulate the avr com-
merce of the United States;

(2) section 47107 of title 49, United States Code,
prohibits the diversion of certain revenue generated by

a public airport as a condition of recewving a project

grant;

(3) a grant recipient that uses airport revenues

Jor purposes that are not airport related in a manner
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iconsistent with chapter 471 of title 49, United

States Code, illegally diverts airport revenues;

(4) allegal diversion of airport revenues under-
mines the interest of the United States in promoting
a strong national air transportation system;

(5) the policy of the Unated States that airports
should be as self-sustaining as possible and that reve-
nues generated at airports should not be diwverted from
avrport purposes was stated by Congress in 1982 and
reaffirmed and strengthened vn 1987, 1994, and 1996;

(6) certain airports are constructed on lands
that may have belonged, at one time, to native Ameri-
cans, native Hawarians, or Alaskan natives;

(7) contrary to the prohibition against diverting
avrport revenues from airport purposes under section
47107 of title 49, United States Code, certain pay-
ments from avrport revenues may have been made for
the betterment of native Americans, native Hawai-
1ans, or Alaskan natives based upon the clavms relat-
ed to lands ceded to the Unated States;

(8) Federal law prohibits diversions of airport
revenues obtained from any source whatsoever to
occur i the future whether related to clavms for peri-
ods of time prior to or after the date of enactment of

this Act; and
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(9) because of the special circumstances sur-
rounding such past diversions of airport revenues for
the betterment of native Americans, native Hawai-

wans, or Alaskan natives, it is in the national interest

6 cewved by any entity for the betterment of native

10 (b) TERMINATION OF REPAYMENT RESPONSIBILITY.—
11 Notwithstanding the provisions of 47107 of title 49, United
12 States Code, or any other provision of law, monies paid
13 for clavms related to ceded lands and diverted from airport
14 revenues and recerved prior to April 1, 1996, by any entity
15 for the betterment of native Americans, native Hawaiians,
16 or Alaskan natives, shall not be subject to repayment.

17 (¢) PROHIBITION ON FURTHER DIVERSION.—There
18 shall be no further payment of airport revenues for claims
19 vrelated to ceded lands, whether characterized as operating
20 expenses, rent, or otherwise, and whether related to clavms
21 for periods of time prior to or after the date of enactment

23 (d) CLARIFICATION.—Nothing in this Act shall be con-
24 strued to affect any existing statutes of the several States

may not be used to satisfy any such obligations.

SEC. 336. LIMITATION ON FUNDS USED TO ENFORCE
REGULATIONS REGARDING ANIMAL FATS AND VEGETABLE
O1L.8.—Nomne of the funds made available in this Act may
be used by the Coast Guard to issue, implement, or enforce
a requlation or to establish an interpretation or guideline
under the Edible Oil Regulatory Reform Act (Public Law
104-55) or the amendments made by that Act that does not
recognize and provide for, with respect to fats, oils, and
greases (as described in that Act, or the amendments made
by that Act) differences in—

(1) physical, chemical, biological, and other rel-
evant properties; and
(2) environmental effects.

SEc. 337. Notwithstanding the provisions of any other
law, rule or requlation, the Secretary of Transportation is
authorized to allow the issuer of any preferred stock here-
tofore sold to the Department to redeem or repurchase such
stock upon the payment to the Department of an amount
determaned by the Secretary.

SEcC. 338. Notwithstanding any provision of current
law, requirement or agreement, for purposes of the redevel-

opment for non-aeronautical use of the Richards-Gebaur
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Memorial Airport located in Kansas City, Missouri, and
Bader Field in Atlantic City, New Jersey, the Federal Avia-
tion Admainastration may grant the requests of Kansas City
to close Richards-Gebaur and Atlantic City to close Bader
Ield as public airports; and may release those cities from
the terms, conditions, reservations, or restrictions in sur-
plus property conveyance/transfer documents and from con-
ditions or assurances contained in FAA grant agreements
or orders applicable to the airports that would otherwise
prevent the closure of those avrports and redevelopment of
the facilities to non-aeronautical uses, unless the FAA deter-
mines that the closure would adversely affect safety in air
commerce, and 1s subject to the FAA and Kansas City and
Atlantic City reaching satisfactory resolution of issues re-
garding the Federal investments in the Richards-Gebaur
Memorial Airport and Bader Field, respectively, and the
treatment of the proceeds related to the disposition of the
arvrport property.

SEC. 339. Out of the funds made available under this
Act to the New York Metropolitan Transportation Authority
through the Federal Transit Admainistration, the New York
Metropolitan  Transportation Authority shall perform a
study to ascertain the costs and benefits of instituting an
wmtegrated fare system for commuters who use both the

Metro North Railroad or the Long Island Rail Road and
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New York City subway or bus systems. This study shall ex-

amine creative proposals for ivmproving the flow of pas-
sengers between city transit systems and commuter rail sys-
tems, including free transfers, discounts, congestion-pricing
and other positwe inducements. The study also must in-
clude estimates of potential benefits to the environment, to
energy conservation and to revenue enhancement through
mereased commuter rail and transit ridership, as well as
other tangible benefits. A report describing the results of this
study shall be submitted to the Senate Appropriations Com-
mittee within 45 days of enactment of this Act.

SEC. 340. Subsection (d)(4) of 49 U.S.C. 31112 s
amended by striking “September 30, 19977 and inserting
“February 28, 1998”.

SEC. 341. Of funds made available under this Act for
discretionary grants for replacement, rehabilitation, and
purchase of buses and related equipment and the construc-
tion of bus-related facilities, up to $20,000,000 may be pro-
vided to the State of Michigan and $12,000,000 to the State
of Illinois.

SEc. 342. PrLor RECORD SHARING. The Adminis-
trator of the Federal Aviation Administration shall—

(1) work with aivr carriers conducting non-sched-
uled operations under part 135 of the Federal Avia-

tion Administration’s requlations (14 C.F.R. 135.1 et
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seq.) to wmplement the requirements of section
44936(f) of title 49, United States Code, effectively
and expeditiously; and
(2) implement those requirements with respect to
such air carriers not later than February 1, 1998, or
sooner if, in working with such air carriers, the Ad-
manistrator determanes that the provisions of that sec-
tion can be effectively implemented for such air car-
riers.
SEC. 343. EXEMPTION AUTHORITY FOR AIR SERVICE
To SLOT-CONTROLLED AIRPORTS. Section 41714 of title 49,

Unated States Code, is amended by adding at the end there-

of the following:
“(1) ExPEDITIOUS CONSIDERATION OF CERTAIN EX-
EMPTION REQUESTS.—Within 120 days after receiwving an

application for an exemption under subsection (a)(2) to vm-
prove air service between a nonhub avrport (as defined in
section 41731(a)(4)) and a high density airport subject to
the exemption authority under subsection (a), the Secretary
shall grant or deny the exemption. The Secretary shall no-
tify the United States Senate Committee on Commenrce,
Science, and Transportation and the Unated States House
of Representatives Committee on Transportation and Infra-

structure of the grant or denial within 14 calendar days
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after the determination and state the reasons for the deter-
mination.”.

SEC. 344. SENSE OF THE SENATE CONCERNING REAU-
THORIZATION OF HIGHWAY AND MASS TRANSIT PRO-

GRAMS. (a) FINDINGS.—The Senate finds that—
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(1) on October 1, 1997, authorization for most of
the programs authorized by the Intermodal Surface
Transportation Efficiency Act of 1991 (Public Law
102-240), wncluding mass transit programs, will ex-
pire;

(2) States, local governments, and the national
economy depend on Federal investment in the trans-
portation infrastructure of the United States;

(3) at is the duty of Congress to reauthorize the
programs to ensure that the investment continues to
flow and that there 1s no interruption of critical
transportation services or construction; and

(4) the public and Congress should have a sub-
stantial opportunity to review, comment on, and com-
prehensively debate commattee-reported proposals to
reauthorize the programs well in advance of their ex-
pwration to ensure that the programs adequately re-
flect the needs of the United States and the contribu-
tions of the States.

(b) SENSE OF THE SENATE.—It 1s the sense of the Sen-
ate that this Act should not be considered to be a substitute
Jor a comprehensive measure reauthorizing highway and
mass transit spending programs and should not be inter-
preted to authorize or otherwise direct the distribution of
Junds to the States under expiring formulas under title 23
or 49, United States Code, in fiscal year 1998.

SEC. 345. (a) As soon as practicable after the date of
enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Transportation, act-
g for the Department of Transportation, may take receipt
of such equipment and sites of the Ground Wave Emergency
Network (referred to in this section as “GWEN”) as the Sec-
retary of Transportation determines to be necessary for the
establishment of a nationwide system to be known as the
“Nationwide Differential Global Positioning System” (re-
ferred to in this section as “NDGPS”).

(b) As soon as practicable after the date of enactment
of this Act, the Secretary of Transportation may establish
the NDGPS. In establishing the NDGPS, the Secretary of
Transportation may—

(1) 1f feasible, reuse GWEN equipment and sites
transferrved to the Department of Transportation
under subsection (a);

(2) to the maximum extent practicable, use con-

tractor services to install the NDGPS;
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(3) modify the positioning system operated by
the Coast Guard at the time of the establishment of
the NDGPS to integrate the reference stations made
available pursuant to subsection (a);

(4) wn cooperation with the Secretary of Com-
merce, ensure that the reference stations referred to in
paragraph (3) are compatible with, and integrated
wto, the Continuously Operating Reference Station
(commonly referred to as “CORS”) system of the Na-
tional Geodetic Survey of the Department of Com-
merce; and

(5) in cooperation with the Secretary of Com-
merce, investigate the use of the NDGPS reference sta-
tions for the Global Positioning System Integrated
Precipitable Water Vapor System of the National Oce-
anic and Atmospheric Administration.

(¢) The Secretary of Transportation may—

(1) manage and operate the NDGPS;

(2) ensure that the service of the NDGPS 1s pro-
vided without the assessment of any user fee; and

(3) in cooperation with the Secretary of Defense,
ensure that the use of the NDGPS 1is denied to any
enemy of the United States.

(d) In any case in which the Secretary of Transpor-

25 tation determines that contracting for the maintenance of
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1 7 or more NDGPS reference stations is cost-effective, the

2 Secretary of Transportation may enter into a contract to

3 provide for that maintenance.

4
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(e) The Secretary of Transportation may—

(1) in cooperation with appropriate representa-
tives of private industries and universities and offi-
cials of State governments—

(A) wvestigate improvements (including po-
tential 1mprovements) to the NDGPS;

(B) develop standards for the NDGPS; and

(C) sponsor the development of new applica-
tions for the NDGPS; and

(2) provide for the continual upgrading of the
NDGPS to wmprove performance and address the
needs of—

(A) the Federal Government;
(B) State and local governments; and
(C) the general public.
This Act may be cited as the “Department of Trans-

20 portation and Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 1998”.
